FOREWORD 


CLEVELAND ART STEPS OUT OF ITS TEENS 


WO decades have passed since the inauguration of the first 

May Show in 1919, the initiative for which was due to the 
joint efforts of The Cleveland Museum of Art and the Cleveland 
Art Association. Cleveland art can never really expect to re- 
capture quite the surprise of accomplishment of that first year. 
Today the apprentice stage is past, and Cleveland art moves 
instead into the most fruitful years of its life with the éan, the 
strength, and the freshness of youth. 

Cleveland as a city has been proud of its artists. The Cleve- 
land Museum of Art has nurtured their efforts through these 
twenty years. The public and the patrons have all had their 
part. What the future holds for Cleveland art is in the hands of 
the city, and it is impossible to think that Cleveland will ever 
be blind to the creative efforts of the men and women who have, 
through their abilities, given this city an enviable reputation 
from coast to coast. 

As part of its definite policy to encourage the Cleveland artist, 
each year The Cleveland Museum of Art has acquired paintings, 
prints, sculpture, or craftwork. Just as the European museum 
has stressed the art of its region as an expression of just pride 
in native accomplishment, the Cleveland Museum in its collec- 
tion of local art asserts the validity of that thesis for Cleveland. 
During these twenty years the sales to the Museum, to clubs, 
and to private individuals amount to the surprising total of 
$180,526.73, with the actual objects sold amounting to 3,427 

ieces. 
. Cleveland is fortunate, as well, in possessing the Mary A. 
Warner Fund, left to the city and administered by a committee. 
The collection purchased by this fund serves a wide use and is 
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circulated to libraries, hospitals, and other institutions of a civic 
character at the expense of the Extension Department of The 
Cleveland Museum of Art. Further than that, in recent years, 
due to the efforts of the City of Cleveland, a fine municipal art 
collection has been formed, which is housed at the present time 
in the Public Auditorium. All of these efforts mean much in the 
development of a real civic consciousness.

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REVIEW OF THE EXHIBITION 


For twenty years the Cleveland artist has exhibited his work in 
the annual May Shows. Not only has the number of entries and 
exhibitors increased; not only has the quality of the work shown 
a healthy improvement in consecutive years; but there has ap- 
peared a large group of very individual styles, some of which 
have rightly achieved national repute, others of which are favor- 
ites in a community that warmly patronizes the work of its 
artists. In all cases, the process of achievement has been bene- 
ficial in stimulating the artist to ever better results; in leading 
a public to see consciously and to judge critically; and in en- 
couraging the Museum to further the interests of both artist and 
public, a role necessary in the life of any public museum. 

The classes remain the same as in the past. Of particular note 
is that of OIL PAINTING, LANDSCAPE, wherein the variety is 
widest. The differences of technical approach, of color scheme, 
and of visual interpretation to be found in this class are the 
more interesting because the limitation of subject, as with still 
life, makes necessary individual ingenuity. To refer to each of 
the many viewpoints expressed calls for more space than is here 
available; hence, only the prize awards are commented upon as 
indicative of the trends noted by the Jury. Clarence H. Carter 
was given first for four oils, conspicuous for richness of surface 
texture and pervading effects of light. The marine, “The Wave,” 
is particularly successful, full of wind and weather and the roar 
of the sea. Quite different is “Green Autumn,” which is expressive 
of passing summer and the crisp, clear days of the turning season. 
“Hear a While the Hum of Summer” is the typical American 
landscape, full of heat and the hum of insect life; while “Where 
Gods Have Touched” captures the pastoral mood of classic 
Sicily. The second prize was awarded to Woldemar Neufeld for 
“Sandswept,” a desolate scene of the dust belt, convincing in its 
forlorn starkness. The third award went to Frank Lippay for 
“Back Yards’; and honorable mention to three canvases of 
different mood: William C. Grauer’s “Mountain Cultivation, 
Mexico;” Edgar S. Hall’s “Harper’s Ferry Highway;” and 
David Philip Wilson’s “Inundated.” 

The second class of OIL PAINTING, PORTRAIT has four awards. 
Rolf Stoll took first for “Portrait of a Woman.” Stoll’s wide 
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attainments as a painter, especially in the class of portraiture, 
for which he has a particular liking, make him deserving of such 
an award. The character of the sitter is evident in the weariness 
of the tonality, subdued and full of the grayer things of life. 
Ruth R. Green received a second award for “Jahrzeit;” third 
went to E. Ladislaw Novotny for “Sybil Pahline,” and an 
honorable mention was given to Ora Coltman for an unusually 
good self portrait, faithful and candid, “The Canvas Scraper.” 

The third class, o1L PAINTING, FIGURE COMPOSITION, is a large 
and vigorous group of pictures. The individuality of the artists 
is perhaps more completely expressed in this class than in any 
other save the decorative and mural. The Jury showed their 
recognition of this fact in the four awards. First prize went to 
Edmund Brucker for ““Mangbettu Woman” because of its full 
realization of subject and complete mastery of composition. To 
Samuel Bookatz was given second award for “Oil Composition,” 
a work of a quite different stripe: three poses of the same figure, 
interesting in arrangement and in subdued monochrome tonality. 
Totally different is the canvas which won a third prize for Rolf 
Stoll. This painting, “OTempora!O Mores!,” or “No Cigarette,” 
is a carefully rendered example of Surrealism, cool in color and 
including provocative details to tickle the fancy: two live 
matches and a dead one, crumpled paper, a listless piece of 
string, a fly carefully represented, and, as the title implies, minus 
the necessary cigarette. Honorable mention was given to Joseph 
Ersek’s “Hat Shop,” a vigorous handling of a contemporary 
scene. Henry G. Keller entered the excellent canvas, “Horse 
Barn at Evening,” a painting of horses done in his best style. 
It was “Not in Competition” but was especially commended for 
its excellence by the Jury. The class, o1L PAINTING, INDUSTRIAL 
being small, the Jury awarded no prizes in it. 

OIL PAINTING, STILL LIFE is full of color and versatility, the 
prominence of flower pieces having been noted by the Jury in 
their awards. The cool spring greenness and the violet of the 
first prize, Carl Broemel’s ““Teasels,” is in strong contrast to the 
lustrous and gay color of the second prize, Clarence H. Carter’s 
“Anemones.” The third award, John Novotny’s “Birthday 
Gift,” is, in turn, prim and crisp and simple and cheerful in 
feeling. Four honorable mentions, all flower pieces, are very 
diverse in spirit. Henry James Hewat’s “Sunflowers” has rich 
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yellows and heavy shadows; Louise B. Maloney’s “Field 
Flowers” is subtle and mellow in color; Gilbert Dome’s two 
canvases, “Morning!” and “Twining Vines,” are bright and in 
the spirit of the flower’s name, Heavenly Blue; Janet Orkin 
Merlin’s canvas, “Peonies,” shows lustrous surfaces against a 
dark background. 

MURAL AND DECORATIVE PAINTING, ANY MEDIUM, includes un- 
usual entries done in enamel on copper. The most original, 
entitled “‘Animal Kingdom,” by H. Edward Winter, was given 
first prize by the Jury. It is a large panel composed of twenty- 
four plaques of a gilt-brown tonality, shading from light to dark 
around the edges, and decorated with stylized animals and 
plants, several of the subject motifs being repeated. This style 
of work has possibilities for practical use in architectural design 
as is further indicated in other examples shown. For second 
prize were chosen three tempera sketches by Samuel Bookatz, 
“Ships That Go to Sea,” “Mural Composition,” “Mardi Gras,” 
all excellent in inventiveness, pleasing in color, unified in com- 
position. Third prize went to a floral composition of decorative 
character by Jane Estep, called “Glads.” 

In the class, PASTEL, there are also three awards. Hans Busch 
won the first for “Dying Monarchs,” a rich treatment of the 
medium in greens and browns. The second prize was given to 
Fredric Geisler for “Rural Delivery,” and third, for the delight- 
ful work, “Colored Boy,” by David Philip Wilson. 

Again, the class of WATER COLorR is very large and one of 
such uniform quality that the judges found difficulty in making 
selections. The three prizes indicated their preference in type, 
although they commended many not specifically noted. As 
always, Henry G. Keller’s work, though ‘“‘Not in Competition,” 
takes honors for achievement in the medium, whether it be a 
marine or a brilliant appreciation of birds and animals. The 
first prize, for four water colors unusual in their limited color 
range, was received by Ted Maddock for his straightforward 
handling of subject material. The paintings are entitled, “The 
House That ‘Bees’ Built,” “In Step with the Sycamore,” 
“Meditation,” and “Haunted Dusk.” Three luminous land- 
scapes, “Homestead,” “The Flood Passes,” and “Habitation,” 
won the second prize for Clarence H. Carter. The third prize 
was awarded to David Mink for another group of three: 
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“Fetzer’s House,” “Winter in Orrville,” and “Rainy Day.” In 
order more fully to express their approval the Jury gave an un- 
usually large number of honorable mentions—seven, presented 
for diversified merit to: Lawrence Blazey, Carl Broemel, 
Russell Eisenhut, Paul Haas, Walter E. Lawrence, James 
Edward Peck, and Walter DuBois Richards. If it can be said 
that a vehicle for current expression exists, it is the medium of 
water color. The very popularity of water color, both with 
artists and public, points to its suitability as an expression of 
the modern tempo. 

It is regrettable that the classes in graphic arts, usually so 
popular, should this year be so much smaller than in the past. 
In ILLUSTRATION, ANY MEDIUM, the lack of entries was so 
marked that the Jury made no awards. In the class of FREE- 
HAND DRAWING, ANY MEDIUM, the Jury chose some very out- 
standing examples. The first prize was given to William Sommer 
for a group of four: two, “Seated Boy” and “Horse under Tree,” 
done in his characteristic pen-and-ink style; one, in pen and ink 
with red chalk, “Nude,” and one, in black crayon, “Kneeling 
Nude.” Though a painter of marked individuality, his basic 
scheme is so articulated with linework that this award in draw- 
ing seems especially fitting. The second prize went to another 
sensitive draftsman, Jean Grigor Ulen, for a group of three. 
Hughie Lee Smith received the third award for three brisk 
studies, Drawings Nos. 1, 2, and 3. 

The class of ETCHING AND OTHER INTAGLIO PROCESSES is 
regrettably small but is distinctive because of the color process 
used by Kalman Kubinyi, who won first prize for “August 
Bouquet.” Paul Kucharyson received the second award for a 
group of four: “City Hall, Cleveland, 1850;” “First Court 
House and Jail, Cleveland, 1812;” “Cleveland Dock;” “Old 
Court House, Cleveland,” this latter in color. The third prize 
was awarded to Frank D. Fousek for a group of three, “Pigs,” 
“South Cleveland,” and ‘Gentle Death;” and an honorable 
mention to Charles L. Sallée, Jr. 

Walter DuBois Richards is distinguished, as always, for a 
unique understanding of tirHocRAPHY, both the handling of 
the medium and its application to subject. For this reason the 
Jury felt called upon to give him a special award for two plates, 
the “Ohio Farmer,” because of the luminous effects of the 
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blacks, and “Winter Butchering,” on account of the relation of 
tones, grays and blacks. First and second prizes were also 
given; the first was for Dorothy Rutka’s “Dinner Hour,” and 
the second for Manuel G. Silberger’s “Composition.” 

Also the class of RELIEF CUTS, WOODCUTS, LINOLEUM CUTS 
is not large; a small number of entries made it desirable to indi- 
cate merit only with honorable mentions; these went to John E. 
Billmyer, Hughie Lee Smith, and William E. Smith. It is to be 
hoped that another season the graphic section, in the past so 
vigorously progressive in attainment, will once more be ex- 
panded. In the field of color, alone, the work has been so reward- 
ing it could well present opportunities for further activities. By 
their very quality, as with water color, both the woodcut and 
lithographic media give wide scope for freedom of expression. 

HENRY S. FRANCIS 


The class of scuLpTuRE has variety and interest, the stylized 
figure “Mater,” by Walter A. Sinz, winning first award. The 
finely achieved head of “Babushka” by Margareta Hoffmann 
was given second, and the third went to Esther R. Samolar. 
Two honorable mentions were awarded to Frank L. Jirouch and 
Edward E. Woldman, respectively. 

The pottery class is again one of the most interesting and 
colorful in the exhibition. The three bowls and the three plaques 
by Viktor Schreckengost won premier honors. Fine in their 
painted design, they ably represent the decorative side of the 
craft. The pieces by Alice A. Ayars and Mrs. A. R. Dyer, which 
won second and third place, respectively, express another side 
of pottery technique. These rely on fine form and the many 
resources of rich glazes, texture, and varied color. The five 
honorable mentions, awarded to Mary Adelaide Andrews, Carol 
A. Hagaman, George Henry Merz, Charles Francis Mosgo, and 
Esther Marshall Sills, respectively, were given for work repre- 
sentative of this second trend. 

The name of Viktor Schreckengost is equally prominent in 
CERAMIC SCULPTURE. He has never been more delightful than in 
the gay humor of “Black Sheep” or in the sculptural dignity of 
“The Creatures God Forgot.” More serious are the zebras in 
“By the Water Hole” and the four masks of “The Seasons.” 
The versatility and ability shown by this group of Schrecken- 
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gost’s well won the special award given in the class. Equally amus- 
ing are the four pieces by Russell Barnett Aitken, given first 
prize. These are particularly successful in their well chosen and 
well applied glazes. Second and third prizes went to William D. 
Stillwell and Yetta Rosenberg, and honorable mention to Edris 
Eckhardt for six charming pieces, ably modeled and delicate in 
color. Another honorable mention went to Pauline H. Kamerer. 

JEWELRY has a smaller showing than usual, and for this reason 
only an honorable mention was given. Don J. Young, Jr., won 
this for a group of three pieces. Potter and Mellen Studios 
supplemented this section by a number of beautifully executed 
entries submitted as usual, “Not in Competition.” 

ENAMELING ON METAL is the most important group ever 
accepted in this medium. For technical brilliance and beauty 
and for rare effectiveness of design, Russell Barnett Aitken won 
first place with four plaques. Second place went to Kenneth 
Francis Bates for two exquisite plates of translucent enamel and 
two sensitively rendered crosses. Modest in size, they exhibit 
the same outstanding technical proficiency which marked the 
first award. Another group prize, the third, was won by 
H. Edward Winter for three excellent pieces. An honorable 
mention went to Daniel Boza. In addition there were a number 
of wall plaques accepted; by far the most effective were those 
in which the artist kept within the limitation of this medium 
and avoided pictorial representation. 

The class of SILVERWARE OTHER THAN JEWELRY is more im- 
portant than it has been for some years. The group entered 
“Not in Competition” by the Potter and Mellen Studios adds 
real distinction to the exhibition. Other entrants were few in 
number, however, so that the only award made was an honor- 
able mention for seven tastefully designed and finely executed 
pieces by Dominick Sylvester. 

BLOCK PRINTING ON FABRIC is another class which is small 
this year, and in consequence the Jury restricted their awards 
to three honorable mentions: to Barbara Erisman, Mabel A. 
Hewit, and Katherine McKee, respectively. 

The photographs are an able and well-rounded group. In the 
section, LANDSCAPE AND MISCELLANEOUS, Edwin A. Vorpe’s 
“Forsaken” won first. The old house, with its memories of 
better days, is illuminated by a winter sun which picks out with 
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brilliance the sleet-clad trees and dried winter grasses. Very 
direct is the second prize, “Outpost” by Dan Snow, the picture 
of a church dramatically placed against a luminous sky. The 
Great Lakes, with the ore boats which ply upon them, are the 
material so successfully used by the third-prize winner, Curtis 
E. Fisher, in “Looking Aft.” “Industrial Pattern,” a study of 
machinery, gives an honorable mention to Van Fisher. 

In the second photography class, PORTRAIT AND FIGURE, the 
forceful, well-realized figure, ““Unloader of Pig Iron,” by Van 
Fisher, won first award. This significant use of subject material 
found close at hand richly deserves the recognition given it. 
Second prize went to Edwin M. Prentke for the picture of a 
turkey gobbler whose title, “First Prize,” almost proved pro- 
phetic. “Peninsular Type” by Henry P. Boynton was given 
third, and honorable mentions were taken by Marie Riggins for 
two prints and by Anne E. Hager for “Study.”

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SUMMER EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM FOR 1938 


For the last two summers, the Department of Education has 
spent much of its time and energy upon activities related to 
two important special exhibitions, first the Twentieth Anniver- 
sary Exhibition, and last year “American Painting from 1860 
Until Today.” This summer Cleveland will have a chance to 
get better acquainted with the Museum’s own collections, par- 
ticularly the Early American portraits and silver which will be 
on view in Gallery IX. This special exhibition places an em- 
= on the contribution of the early settlers, who are being 
onored this year in the Northwest Territory Celebration. The 
part played by the early settlers of Cleveland will be stressed 
this fall by Dunham Tavern, which plans its own celebration, 
with which the Museum is only too happy to be associated. 

This summer the Department of Education has arranged a 
full program of classes. Three of the regular art courses con- 
ducted by the Summer School of Western Reserve University 
will again be given in the Museum by members of the Museum 
Educational staff. These are: Survey of Art History: Renaissance 
through Modern and Historical Survey of Handicrafts by Ann 
V. Horton, and The Analysis of Form in the Arts by Thomas 
Munro. University Credit is given for these courses upon pay- 
ment of tuition to Western Reserve University, and further 
information about them can be secured from the University. 
A limited number of Museum members may be admitted as 
auditors upon permission of the instructor. Registration for 
these courses will be made on June 20 at Western Reserve Uni- 
versity for credit students; for non-credit students at the 
Museum Educational office. 

Nature and the Artist is the title of a course to be given by 
Milton Fox for adult members on Wednesdays, June 1 through 
August 3, 9:30-11:00 a.m., or other hour to be arranged. This 
will comprise a series of ten talks, given in the Museum and 
out-of-doors. Members may sketch and receive criticism if they 
wish. Margaret Fairbanks will give two short courses for adult 
members:on Tuesdays, June7 through June 28, 10:30-12:00a.m., 
Flower Arrangement, a presentation of the subject which will 
include demonstrations and participation by the class; on 
Tuesdays, August g through September 27, 10:00-11:30 a.m., 
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Flowers and Gardens, an appreciation of garden designs in the 
past, and their adaptability to present-day garden plans. 

The summer program for children is equally comprehensive. 
From June 21 through July 29, Free Outdoor Sketching Classes 
will be held in the Fine Arts Garden on sunny days, inside the 
Museum when it rains. The younger groups, aged 8 to 11, will 
come Tuesdays and Thursdays from 9:30 to 11:30 a.m.; the 
older groups, aged 11 to 18, on Wednesdays and Fridays at the 
same hour. A number of groups will be formed and the work 
planned to meet the requirements of varying age-levels. In addi- 
tion to these special classes during the week, the Open Class will 
continue every Saturday through the summer from 9:30 to 
11:30 a.m. This, too, is for children from 8 to 18 years of age. 

This year talks on Christian Art and Architecture are being 
arranged for the Junior and Intermediate classes of Vacation 
Church Schools. These talks, by Lois Gilbert, will be given on 
Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday mornings at 10:30 
from June 21 through July 29. Classes may come for one 
talk, for a series of two, or a series of three. The talks are free 
to Vacation Church Schools, but groups must be scheduled in 
advance. As subject matter for the Juniors is somewhat simpler 
and more elementary than that for the Intermediates, it will be 
necessary for leaders to be specific about the age-group they are 
bringing.
